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Residents Continue 
Donut Shop Protest 


A decision on granting a victuallers. 


license to James Chongris for a proposed 
Dunkin’ Donut shop in Shawsheen Square 
was deferred Monday night by selectmen. 
Selectman Chairman Edward M. Harris 
called for testimony by Chongris’ engineer 
about a sewer link-up for the facility, and 
testimony from qualified witnesses con- 
cerning the impact the proposed donut 
shop would have on neighboring property 
values. According to Town Manager Jared 
S. A. Clark, the property value predictions 
can come only from a real estate expert, 
or from a property owner in the area. 
Selectman Susan T. Poore asked that 
Clark check with legal counsel that those 
are the only two authorities whose 
testimony on property values is valid. 
Harris also asked that a traffic count in 
front of the site of the proposed Dunkin’ 
Donut facility be done during beak driving 
hours, from 6 to 9 a.m. and from 3 to 6 


mM. 

Collection of the information Harris ask- 
ed for may take several weeks. 

About 50 Shawsheen residents came out 
to protest the issuance of the victualler’s 
permit. They said they do not want the 
store, which would be open either 20 or 24 
hours per day, every day. 

The residents objected to potential traf- 
fic problems, lowering of property values, 
the altering of the character of a historic 
district, worsened parking problems and 
creating a hang-out for teenagers. 

James Sellers, president of the Friends 
of Shawsheen Neighborhood Association, 
said the group was not opposed to the 
Dunkin’ Donut company as a whole, just 
“that particular donut shop in that par- 
ticular location.” ; 

He said the Friends had estimated the 
traffic flow in front of the site on North 
Main Street at 40,000 cars per day. John 
Rogozonski, who represented the Dunkin’ 
Donut company at the meeting, estimated 
the traffic flow at 25,000 per day. Between 
6 and 8 a.m., he said, about 1500 cars go 
past, which is the amount of traffic the 
owners of these stores like to have going 
by. 

And he added that the shops usually do 
not attract more traffic. ‘‘People will not 
go more than a mile out of their way for 
our product,” he said. 

According to Building Inspector William 
Meins, who approved a building permit for 
the proposed shop, there is enough on-site 
parking to meet the requirements of town 
bylaws. However, according to residents, 
the parking spaces in the area are already 
insufficient to handle the drive-in trade at 
existing businesses. 

Sebastian Morino, 367 North Main St., 
said that he has had two vehicles towed 
from his driveway because of insufficient 
parking in the area. Patrons of Shawsheen 
Manor, also owned by Chongris, have 
parked there when there were no other 
parking spaces either in the parking lot or 
on the street, Morino said. 

Morino added that ‘‘a 24 hour service 
fast-food operation would definitely 
reduce the property value in the total 
area.”

the atmosphere of the area,’’ said Morino. 

During his opening remarks to the board 
of selectmen, Atty. John Ford, Chongris’ 
lawyer, said he thought the board had 
already decided on the outcome of the bid 
for a victualler’s license, because of press 
coverage the proposed shop had received. 
He was afraid he had missed the hearing, 
he said, judging from newspaper reports 
of two earlier selectmen meetings at 
which residents had come to protest the 
Dunkin’ Donut outlet. 

Clark said at those previous meetings 
the board had deferred discussion of the 
matter until, Chongris presented an 
application for a victualler’s license. 
Selectman James Abramson said it was 
important to stress that all previous dis- 
cussion was by members of the public who 
attended the meetings. ‘“‘The board of 
selectmen has at no time discussed this 
matter,’’ Abramson said.

Barbed wire roof barriers may be 
appearing on Andover schools in an effort 
to curb vandalism. 


The school committee was apprised of 
the possibility Tuesday night by Supt. of 
Schools Kenneth R. Seifert, who presented 
the members with a report from Plant 
Engineer Al Hart. 

Hart pointed out that in seven of the 
town’s 12 public schools, costly roof 
damage is being inflicted through vandals 
who have easy access. 


Part of the Bancroft roof renovation 
project calls for construction of barriers 
at the most vulnerable points where van- 
dals can get on the roof. 

South school has two bad areas where 
young children can easily reach the roof, 
causing damage to the surface and ap-

purtenances. Hart also advised that the 
canopy over the South entrance is in the 
major stages of rot and will need attention 
soon. 

Other schools with easy roof access in- 
clude West, Stowe, West Junior High, 
Doherty and Shawsheen. 

Hart proposed the use of barbed wire in 
certain areas, ‘‘discretely used where 
there would be no danger to anybody ex- 
cept those who were definitely set on get- 
ting on the roofs to cause vandalism.” 

He also proposed that younsters be 
educated on the dangers of getting on 
roofs and causing damage.

Legal Action Threat

From now until mid-September is the 
best time of the year to build a successful -

Native 
Tomatoes 


At Market 


This is the season to enjoy the plentiful 
supply of native tomatoes at retail food 
stores, farmers markets and roadside 
stands and also to put-up extra quantities 
for use later in the year, suggests the 
Massachusetts Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 

Some of the more popular varieties for 
canning and freezing include Big Boy, Big 
Girl, Beefsteak, Marglobe and Rutgers. 
For sauces, the Italian plum tomatoes are 
a good choice because of their firmness. 

If you plan to can or freeze tomatoes 
from your garden, allow the tomatoes to 
ripen fully on the vine before picking to in- 
sure maximum sweetness and juiciness of 
the tornato. Underripe tomatoes (those 
with a slightly greenish cast) can be ripen- 
ed in a day or two at room temperature (55 
to 70 degrees F.), away from bright light. 

For canning and freezing, use only firm 
ripe tomatoes with an overall rich red 
color and slight softness that are 
reasonably free from blemishes. 
Tomatoes can easily be frozen stewed or 
as juice. 

To freeze stewed tomatoes; remove 
stem ends, peel and quarter ripe 
tomatoes. Place in a large saucepan, 
cover and cook until tender (10 to 20 
minutes). Place pan containing tomatoes 
in cold water to cool. Pack into containers, 
leaving head space; seal and freeze (they 
will keep approximately 10 months at 0 
degrees F.). 

To can stewed tomatoes: remove the 
skins from the tomatoes by plunging the 
tomatoes into boiling water for about 2

For the hot 
pack method: quarter peeled tomatoes. 
Brink to boil; stir to keep tomatoes from 
sticking.

Add 2 
teaspoon salt to pints; 1 teaspoon to 
quarts. Adjust jar lids. Process in boiling- 
water bath (212 degrees F.) — pint jars 10 
minutes, quart jars 15 minutes. 

Canned or frozen stewed tomatoes are 
excellent for marinara sauces with pasta, 
for stewing a pot roast or brisket of beef, 
as a base for vegetable soups or for 
casseroles with poultry, onions, peppers 
and zucchini.

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Eaton May Buy Policy But Not A Position 


A “first pass’’ at a school policy dealing 
with attendance and tardiness brought 
some favorable reaction from school com- 
mittee members Tuesday night, but 
Committeeman John Eaton opts for com- 
puter implementation rather than addition 
of an attendance officer to the staff. 

The policy, in the discussion stage at 
this point, was introduced by Supt. of 
Schools Kenneth R. Seifert who advised 
the board that he felt a policy was needed 
to point out the responsibility of the parent 
to get the child to school and in a fit condi- 
tion to learn. 

Seifert also said the policy was directed 
toward attitude of the students in the 
schools. 


But Eaton, who came prepared with 
three pages of notes on the document dis- 


agreed with portions of the proposal and 


initiated his comments by stating he view- 
ed the policy as asking for another ad- 
ministrator — a truant officer with com- 
puter capabilities. 

He said he had done some research and 
found that absenteeism in Andover is not 
that serious, as compared to state 
statistics. 

Eaton indicated that when the school 
department computer is in operation, 
problem absentees, or truants could be 
detected easily. 

Seifert took objection to Eaton’s in-

He said he resented 
Eaton’s feeling, ‘‘this is a coverup for 
more staff.’’Any time we request more 
staff, we can justify the need, Seifert said 
and pointed out that state law requires 
school systems to have an attendance of- 
ficer. 

As to various numbers and specifics of 
the proposed policy, the superintendent 
said they can be changed. The document 
before the committee Tuesday was simply 
for discussion. 

Eaton doubted there were many 
students in the system with 20 or more 
absences a year, but Seifert responded the 
figure was there ‘‘because in our opinion 
20 days is too many. If a child is absent 20 
or more days — he has a problem. 

“If a child is falling asleep at his desk, 
it’s a distraction to others in the class and 
he’s got a problem. He should go to the 
nurse’s office and a parent or guardian 
called to come to the school and pick him 
up,” Seifert said. 

As to follow up on absences and tar- 
diness through letter, or a telephone call, 
Eaton asked if there was money to cover 
such things, Seifert said there were no 
long distance calls involved. 

Eaton asked who would make a judge- 
ment of a child’s fitness to learn, another 
provision of the policy. Seifert said the 
teacher would make such judgement and

He pointed out that a check of the lost 
and found in the schools, with the jackets, 
sweaters, etc., left unclaimed; profanity 
in the schools; absenteeism; all are a ma- 
jor concern to the entire school ad- 
ministration.

Virginia Cole, in her capacity as a_ the building committee fighting for the 
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school building committee member, said 
she does not want to be friends 
professionally with the school committee. 

Following a discussion of ‘‘quality 
education’’ by the two committees 
meeting jointly Thursday night, Cole said 
she would rather see the groups in‘‘adver- 
sary positions.’’ Her comment was that 
there was ‘‘too much sweetness and light”’ 
between the committees. 

‘All of this togetherness is what worries 
me,”’ Cole said. 

In her view, the committees should com-

cheapest. The project needed adversity, 
she said, ‘‘to sell it to the community.” 

According to Cole, if it appears the com- 
mittees are working in a friendly manner, 
“town meeting will say that the building 
committee was sold a bill of goods,’’ and 
vote ‘‘No”’ on whatever building project is 
proposed. 

Kenneth Gropper, buildilng committee 
chairman, said, ‘‘I strongly disagree that 
we have to be in an adversary position.’’ 
He said the term adversary indicated a 
contest, which was not the intent of either 
committee. He said he thought the com- 
mittees should work together, with checks 
and balances and compromise. His goal, 
he said, was to strike a balance so the best 
project for the least amount of money is 
obtained. 

The building committee scrapped plans 
to write a formal document defining a 
quality education. The document was to 
have been for public release and would 
have pointed out the building 
characteristics which make for a quality 
education. Because a quality education is 
a ‘‘very etherial, very hard to grasp con- 
cept,’’ according to Viehmann, the school 
building committee and the school com- 
mittee could not frame a definition. 

However, according to Gropper, the dis- 
cussions they had concerning the defini- 
tion were helpful. The dialogue between 
the school committee and the building 
committee, he said, helped both groups 
get a feel for how the other was thinking 
about the project. And the architects, who 
were present, could gain from the dis- 
cussions. Gropper said the discussion with 
the architects present cancelled the need 
for a quality education definition. 

Glassman said the committees’ dis- 
cussions of teaching methods and course 
offerings ‘‘translate to us as space.’’ He 
said he thought of a school as a tool, and 
set his goal as ‘‘giving the teacher a good 
tool.”

which were suggested in a report done by a couple of 
interns in the department of community development 
over the past several weeks. 

‘The community planning students, David Henderson 
and-Ernie Loeb, looked over this historic section of An- 
dover and found it had much to offer. 

It also had some problem areas, which have been out- 
lined to local officials. 

Accompanying the report are some recommendations 
for overall development and planning of the area — the 
last major section of open space left in Andover. 

Underlining the report is the suggestion that im- 
provements can be accomplished by a tapping of the 
community spirit. 

It should not be hard to accomplish. 

While Andover is a distinct community, there are a 
couple of sections of historic significance and where its 
inhabitants take particular pride in mentioning their 
village address — namely Shawsheen and Ballardvale. 

Anyone who hails from the ’Vale will certainly men- 
tion with pride where they reside in Andover. 

And, it is upon such spirit that development of the 
’Vale can proceed in a proper manner. Rhys Kear, com- 
munity development director, plans meetings in the 
Vale to discuss the plan at future dates, and we look 
forward to a total community effort toward improve- 
ment of the village as it exists and its future course. 

One thing we would like to see evident is an effort to 
development of the village area, such as the mills, com- 
munity center, etc., accomplished through private 
enterprise — and we think there are any number of 
possibilities based on potential of the area. 


Involving private enterprise, rather than resorting to 
municipal funding of improvements — either capital, or 
of lesser consequence — would be a most beneficial 
step. It could provide a desired beautification, plus put- 
ting some property on the tax roles. 

We would hope that such effort would be considered in 
the upcoming planning stages. 


Foresight 


A little foresight and planning never hurt any project. 

Thus, thanks to the urging of Public Works Director 
Bob McQuade a year ago, the town is in about $150,000. 

The Boston and Maine Railroad had indicated over a 
year ago plans to make improvements to the Andover 
street crossing in Ballardvale. 

With the town’s master plan for water system im- 
provements in mind, McQuade asked the 1978 town 
meeting for $15,000 to install a pipe under the crossing 
looking toward the day when a new transmission line 
would be placed in the area. He was granted the funds 
and the work was accomplished this year. 

The new transmission line to improve storage and dis- 
tribution service in the south section of Andover is 
about to be under construction. It will be under the es- 
timated $1 million and at least $150,000 was saved from 
the total cost through the 1978 town meeting action. 

Now that’s the type of savings we like to see.

WASHINGTON -- There is 
an untold story behind the 
resignation of Andrew 
Young as the United States 
ambassador to the United 
Nations.

that would amount to an 
endorsement of an independ- 
ent Palestinian state.

been cautious and subtle -- 
more implied than threat- 
ened.

They 
did this to help the United 
States end the summer gas 
shortage. 

Now they have _ hinted, 
ever so delicately, that they 
may reduce oil production -- 
if the United States remains 
“unreasonable” on the Pal- 
estinian question. 

The Kuwaitis, meanwhile, 
offered Western Europe 
guaranteed, long-term oil 
supplies at fixed prices. In 
return, they expect recogni- 
tion of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. Next 
month, representatives of 
the European Community 
will discuss the offer with 
the Arab oil ministers. 

It was against this back- 
ground that Andrew Young 
sat down with a PLO repre- 
sentative at the home of the 
Kuwaiti U.N. ambassador. 
The meeting was unauthor- 
ized. But he truly believed 
he was serving the best 
interests of his president and 
his country. 

REMEMBER PALO- 
MARES? On Jan. 17, 1966, a 
US. Air Force B-52 collided 
with a refueling tanker high 
over the southern Spanish 
town of Palomares. 
unarmed nuclear weapons 
plunged to the earth. And for 
months thereafter, the world 
was talking about the ‘‘Palo- 
mares incident.” 

A thousand Spanish and 
American troops searched 
the Spanish coast. They 
retrieved three of the

bombs. The fourth -- a 20- 
megaton H-bomb -- was 
hauled out of the Mediter- 
ranean three months later. 

Two of the bombs had 
burst on impact and spewed 
plutonium over the land- 
scape. An American clean- 
up crew skimmed off 1,000 
tons of Spanish topsoil and 
brought it to the United 
States for disposal. 

There were nine other 
accidents, involving planes 
with nuclear weapons on 
board, over a 10-year peri- 
od. : 

Now the United States is 
about to build hundreds of 
new, air-launched nuclear 
weapons called “cruise” 
missiles. Guess which plane 
will carry them. Modernized 
B-52s -- as many as 20 mis- 
siles per aircraft. 

Later in the mid-1980s, 
the cruise missiles will be 
launched from _ bigger 
planes. Two of the aircraft 
under consideration as the 
cruise missile carrier are 
the DC-10 and the Lockheed 
C-5A. 

The safety problems asso- 
ciated with the DC-10 are 
well-known. They were 
grounded for five weeks fol- 
lowing a Chicago air disas- 
ter last May. And the C-5A? 
We have seen secret Air 
Force documents’ which 
indicate they are flying 
disasters. Four have been 
lost since 1970. Two disabled 
C-5As burned on landing, 


. and another crashed in Viet- 


nam when a rear cargo door 
blew off. 

So what are the chances 
for another Palomares inci- 
dent? Pentagon experts say

it is impossible for the mis- 
siles to explode in a crash. 
The experts also insist it is 
unlikely that © radioactive 
plutonium would be 
dispersed. 

But it would still be highly 
embarrassing to have a 
future DC-10 or C-5A crash 
on foreign soil, with a couple 
dozen nuclear missiles on 


board.

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Facing The Problem 
Of ‘School Phobia’ 


As September draws near, children 
begin to look forward to seeing friends and 
meeting new teachers at the start of the 
school year. But for some children, the 
very suggestion of entering a classroom 
brings on great anxiety. Once in school, 
these children often suffer from 
headaches and abdominal pains which 
force parents to keep them out of school 
and at home. 

According to Timothy Rivinus, M.D., 
assistant in Psychiatry and clinical direc- 
tor of the Psychosomatic Unit at 
Children’s Hospital Medical Center, these 
children are suffering from ‘‘school 
phobia,” perhaps more accurately called 
school refusal. The condition includes a 
variety of problems related to home as 
well as school. 

Unlike the school truant, the child with 
school phobia is usually at home with a 
parent. Physical complaints are often pre- 
sent and occur in the morning before 
school or upon arrival at school. 

Reluctance to leave home is a common, 
normal phenomenon among children 
entering school for the first time. Subse- 
quent school phobia can be triggered by a 
variety of stresses, such as entering 
adolescence, going into junior or senior 
high, a death in the family, or a child’s 
chronic illness. 

Rivinus believes school phobia may be 
directly related to school trouble. ‘‘The 
child may have learning disabilities or 
academic difficultiles, or problems with 
peers. There may even be a message from 
the parents that the particular school, or 
school itself, is not good.”’ 

The other aspect of school phobia is 
revealed by the child who is having trouble 
separating from the home and the family,

and as a result has strong anxieties when 
away from home. ‘‘Many such children 
profess to love school,’’ says Rivinus, ‘‘but 
are unable to make the break from home. 
What may surface as a school problem or 
an illness can hide the true cause: the 
child and parents may, together, be foster- 
ing the child’s overdependence.’’ 

A child particularly vulnerable to this 
form of school phobia, according to David 
Waller, M.D., pediatrician and staff psy- 
chiatrist at Children’s, is one who is 
recovering from an illness or has a 
chronic disease. ‘‘When a child is sick, 
normal bonding between parents and child 
is intensified,’ says Waller. ‘It is ap- 
propriate in order to help the child get 
well again. Often, however, a child with an 
illness is absent from school out of propor- 
tion to the medical problem. The child and 
parents assume that the child is simply too 
sick. What is a contributing factor is that 
parent and child are having trouble 
separating.”’ 

Waller feels that school attendance 
should be looked at in every sick child. 
“Though a child may be recovering from 
an illness or have a serious chronic dis- 
ease, the child may still be able to go to 
school.

The Andover Babe Ruth 13-15 baseball 
team bolted to a 3-0 lead in the second in- 
ning, but North Andover erupted to score 
five times in the fifth enroute to a 6-6 
triumph in the deciding game of the 
Greater-Lawrence championship playoffs.

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Bubble Chip 


A magnetic bubble memory chip which 
promises to improve future ‘‘intelligent”’ 
electronic devices has been patented by a 
Bell Laboratories scientist. 

The tiny memory may be used in high- 
capacity telephone switching equipment 
and telephone terminal equipment. It also 
could be used in various consumer 
products such as pocket calculators and 
programmable microwave ovens. 

Magnetic bubble technology is now be- 
ing used in the Bell System to store 
digitally recorded messages such as 
‘‘We’re sorry, but the number you have 
reached has been changed to...”’ 

Magnetic bubbles are tiny cylindrical 
magnetized areas — 1/30th the diameter 
of a human hair — contained in a thin film 
of magnetic material such as garnet. 
These areas can be moved about elec-

Last year, 
first graders stayed through lunch and 
were taken home by special buses, 
that were lost in the tax cap-budget 
squeeze this year. 


Bancroft 
On The Go 
Bancroft kindergartners will be 
shuttled from their school to Sanborn, 
first and second graders to 
Shawsheen, third and fourth graders 
to West Elementary and fifth and six- 
th graders to Doherty. Special educa- 
tion classes scheduled for Bancroft 
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will also meet at West Elementary for 
the duration of the roof repairs. 

The pupils will be with their same 
classes and their same teachers, only 
in new temporary environs. 

Bancroft buses will begin their 
rounds a few minutes earlier in the 
morning, and aides will be at the 
school to help the pupils find their 
proper shuttles. They will arrive a lit- 
tle late at their adopted schools, and 
will leave a little early for the trip 
back to Bancroft in the afternoon.

Buses More

The ‘‘magic’’ decrease in buses is 
being accomplished by loading up to a 
third standees on each bus.

Last year’s back-to-school story 
noted that 1978-79 could be the last 
year students would spend in the old 
East Jr. High. 

This is the same story, second 
verse. 

The school building committee has 
gone back to the drawing board and 
the earliest a project could now be 
funded is spring town meeting. 

Meanwhile, repairs to the leaky 
auditorium roof are underway, and 
once the new roof weathers a good 
rain storm, Principal Richard 
McGrail says that the auditorium ceil- 
ing could be plastered and that facility 
available for use — for group 
meetings, phys ed and music classes 
and the like. (Phys ed students have 
jogged around the outer aisles and 
music groups share the stage with 
gymnastics equipment. Part of the 


ceiling collapsed last spring and the 
auditorium has been off-limits since.

McGrail says improvements of a 
cosmetic nature, primarily coats of 
paint here and there have made East 
a bit more cheerful.

As for East’s overcrowded state, 
McGrail says there appears to be an 
enrollment drop this year, giving a bit 
more elbow room.

academic program, cutting where the 
least pupils would be affected and 
where the service or program might 
be provided in other ways. 

This year, students taking driver’s 
education must pay the entire cost of 
that course, whereas the schools have 
picked up a portion of the tab in recent 
years. 

The new gifted and talented 
program was cut back 25 percent — 
with parents being asked to provide 
transportation from one school to 
another, in place of shuttle buses. At 
least one field trip to Boston will also 
be dropped. 

The athletic program has been cut 
10 percent across the board, with the 
wrestling program dropped entirely.

meet twice a week for one semester. 

At every level, according to Asst. 
Supt. Charles Mitsakos, a specific ex- 
pressive writing program is being 
launched, and another to sharpen 
listening and speaking skills will be 
developed during the year. 

First graders will be working with a 
1980, revised edition of pre-primers. 
The basic approach will be the same, 
Mitsakos said, but the selections will 
be updated from the 1972 texts. He 
said a particular attempt was made to 
erase sex and race stereotypes. 

Some shiny new maps and globes 
will be in evidence around the system, 
he said, adding that ‘“‘hopefully they’ll 
be used a lot so they will get dull very 
quickly.”’ 

In the business end of things, each 
school will be implementing new in- 
ventory control and program budget 
systems, to be tied into the new school 
computer. 

Hopefully by late fall, Mitsakos 
said, terminals will be available in the 
buildings, and office personnel trained 
to use them. He said they will be able 
to convert attendance onto the com- 
puter, as well as other management 


and business functions. Eventually, he 
said, each school will be able to 
retrieve such information as the 
balance in a certain account, and 
who’s been absent for three con- 
secutive days. Down the road, they’ll 
be able to monitor each student’s 
progress. 

A basic skills improvement com- 
mittee will help set Andover stan- 
dards and make plans to measure 
those standards and provide for 
measurement and remediation. A new 
teacher evaluation system will also be 
implemented. 

There will be a concentration on im- 


‘proving student behavior, Mitsakos 


said, particularly through reinforcing 
exemplary behavior. 

Each school will review its own 
codes of behavior and suggest ways of 
rewarding students who have showed 
they can accept responsibility for 
themselves. An early release 
program for high school seniors, and 
the rewarding of elementary 
youngsters by having them serve as 
guides for visitors, already exist. 

Mitsakos said the school depart- 
ment will continue to reach out into 
the community wherever it can for 
resource people. A special parent ad- 
visory committee will be set up in 
each school to work on the budget. A 


new advisory council of special needs 
parents is underway and Pamela 
Kvilekval, pupil personnel ad- 
ministrator for Chapter 766, says it 
will be a big help. 

In the special needs area, Kvilekval 
says additional federal funds have 
enabled Andover to open a self- 
contained class for perceptually han- 
dicapped youngsters this year. This 
class for particularly bright 
youngsters will be held at Shawsheen 
School. 

A new school psychologist will 
enable them to better keep up with 766 
evaluation, Kvilekval added. 

The peer counseling program will 
be in full swing at the high school, 
complete with drop-in center and fully 
trained students. Last year there was 
a lag time, because the pupils had to 
be trained to work with their peers. 

The trial developmental primary 
program will continue at Doherty, 
concentrating on youngsters who may 
have finished kindergarten, but aren’t 
quite ready to go on to first grade 
because of developmental lags in 
some area or another.

asbestos content in the main corridor 
or ceiling at West Jr. High is well 
below the acceptable levels, ‘‘unless 
something drastic happens.”’

Students who violate this code, 
violate the rights of other students on 
the bus and possibly subject these 
students to undue safety hazards.

Students 

1. Only authorized students may 
ride the bus. 

2. Obey the driver in all matters 
pertaining to the operation of the 
school bus. The bus driver is the 
representative of parents and 
teachers and is directly responsible 
for the safety of each student on his 
bus. 

3. Exercise courtesy towards others 
while loading, riding and leaving the 
bus. 

4. Arrive at the bus stop on time and

5. Cross highways and streets only 
in front of the bus. Move away from 
the front bumper of the bus ap- 
proximately 6-8 feet so the bus driver 
can observe your crossing.

6. Avoid trespassing on private 
property and being noisy.

2. If the driver is injured and unable 
to move, notify the nearest adult or 
contact the police or fire department 
on the nearest phone. 

3. Report any injuries to yourself or 
other students to the driver.
